Many People 
Born To Be Fat 
Says Researcher

CHICAGO (AP) - Many indi- 
viduals are "literally born to 
become fat," a researcher on 
obesity contended today. 


Dr. I. M. Perlstein of the Uni- 
versity of Louisville school of 
medicine said these persons suf- 
fer from a complex condition 
which blocks energy producing 
thyroid hormone from entering 
the tissues. 
~ He' said* his overweight pa- 
tients 
with 
this 
condition 
achieved an average weight loss 
of 15 to 20 pounds a month with 
no restriction on protein calo- 
ries when given large doses of 
T-3, a synthetic thyroid hor- 
mone available commercially. 


Perlstein said in a speech and 
interview at the annual meeting 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation the study of the role of 
thyroid hormone in obesity was 
prompted by the frequent obser- 
vation that persons without thy- which 
roid 
disease 
develop 
thyroid 
antibodies. 


Perlstein said 90 per cent of 
his overweight 
patients 
with 
thyroid 
problems 
could 
pin- 
point exactly when they began 
putting on excess pounds. 


He said it was precipitated by 
a stress situation such as an 
operation, fracture, a psychic 
problem or birth of a child. 


"It is felt these obese individ- 
uals are literally born to be- 
come fat, that some particular 
stress tips the balance and. an 
antibody situation then develops 
which binds the thyroxine that 
they produce in unusable form," 
he concluded.

In South Viet Nam, where 
thousands of U.S. troops are in 
the field searching for the Com- 
munists, "only very light and 
scattered, minor contacts" were 
reported. 


On the political front, the 
threat of a Buddhist boycott of 
South Viet Nam's 
September 
elections diminished as 
more 
monks rallied behind the con- 
ciliatory policy espoused by the 
moderate 
chairman 
of

Buddhist Institute. 


The growing support in the 
Buddhist hierarchy for Thich 
Tam Chau left his militant ri- 
val, Thich Tri Quang, increas- 
ingly 
isolated, 
but 
Quang 
showed no signs of abandoning 
his hunger strike. 


Six flights of Air Force F105 
Thunderchiefs struck the petro-

across the Red River from the 
center of Hanoi, using 750-pound 
bombs during the 25-minute at 
tack, the U.S. spokesman said 
He said the area around the 32 
tanks had no sizable population. 


Four flights of Navy jets from 
the 7th Fleet carriers Constella- 
tion and Ranger raided the oil 
facilities at Haiphong, two miles 
from the center of the city. The 
spokesman said 95 per cent of 
the fuel going into North Viet 
Nam moves through the depot, 
contains 38 tanks above 
and below ground. The raid last- 
ed eight minutes.

Argentina's Built-in Revolt 
Trigger Named After Dictator

BUENOS AIRES-, Argentina 
(AP) — The armed forces of 
Argentina, once again in charge 
of the nation by virtue of their 
guns, have a built-in revolt trig- 
ger. 


It's called Peronism after ex- 
iled Dictator Juan D. Peron. 


Any time the followers of Per- 
on get too strong, the trigger 
clicks and another government 
falls. 


The fear of renewed power for 
the forces Peron left behind is 
rooted in memories of his nine- 
year dictatorship and the hold 
his movement still has on Ar- 
gentina's workers. The Peron- 
ists control around three million 
votes in a voting population of 
12 million, including most of the 
trade unions. 


The military would prefer no 
Peronist candidate ever gets on 
any ballot. But so long as that 
ballot is in a remote and lightly 
populated province — such as 
Neuquen, Chaco or Jujuy — the 
military generally rolls with the 
punch. The Peronists 
control 
those three provinces. 


But if the Peronists 
show 
signs they can take Buenos 
Aires 
Province, 
the 
trigger 
begins to move. In provincial 
elections in 1965, it became evi- 
dent that unless President Artu- 
ro Ulia's government acquired 


more 
strength 
from 
some 
place, the 
Peronists were 
a 
shoo-in to take over the capital 
province in the provincial elec- 
tions next March. 


Buenos 
Aires Province 
not 
only has one third of Argenti- 
na's population. It has a great 
deal of the industry — and a 25,- 
000-man provincial police force 
with guns, tear gas and trucks. 


The military is much like the 
heart-lung 
machine 
in 
open 
heart surgery. 


As long as the machine isn't 
turned on, the civilian legisla- 
tive, 
executive 
and 
judicial 
heart of Argentina pumps along. 
Let the military turn on the re- 
bellion machine, and the heart 
is bypassed. The military takes 
over. It has been so since 1955 
when the military threw Peron 
out with violence and bloodshed. 


As long as the military has 
the guns, its leaders say pri- 
vately, 
Peronists 
never 
will 
have a chance to take power 
again. Since Peronism's appeal 
comes from the benefits he gave 
the descamisados, 
Argentina's 
"shirtless 
ones," 
and 
since 
there still are more backs than 
shirts, the prospects is for more 
clicks of the revolt trigger. 


In Madrid, where Peron has 
lived since 1960, a close asso- 
ciate said it probably 
would 
take "a lot of persuasion to get 


Peron to go back to Argentina, 
even if the door was wide open. 
But that door — or so he thinks 
today — has been slammed shut 
by the generals' plot and he 
seemingly will be happy to con- 
tinue his life here." 


Peron is now 70, and his 
health declined noticeably after 
a prostate operation more than 
two years ago. He drives about 
the Spanish countryside, writes, 
reads, 
exercises, 
meets 
with 
close friends and Argentine poli- 
ticians who go to Madrid to con- 
sult him. 


Peron's big push during his 
dictatorship came from his sec- 
ond wife, the blonde dynamic 
Evita, and the active politician 
in the family now is his 34-year- 
old third wife, Maria 
Estela 
"Isabelita" 
Martinez, 
also 
a 
blonde. 


Isabelita returned to Argenti- 
na last October, setting off vio- 
lent 
demonstrations 
by 
anti- 
Peronists. She said her purpose 
was 
to 
reconcile 
squabbling 
leaders of the Peronist move- 
ment. 


Peronist sources said Tuesday 
night Isabelita is still in Buenos 
Aires despite rumors a week 
ago she had gone to Uruguay en 
route back to Madrid. Observ- 
ers in Madrid think she would 
like to be the new Evita of Pero- 
nism. 


South Carolina 
White Voters 
Keep Race Lines

COLUMBIA, 
S.C.

— 
White voters 
apparently 
cast 
their ballots solidly along racial 
lines to defeat four Negro candi- 
dates who had been given a 
good chance to win Democratic 
nominations 
to 
the 
all-white 
South Carolina Legislature. 


Voting in adjoining Williams- 
burg and 
Clarendon 
counties 
followed racial 
lines 
closely. 
Vote totals in the runoff pri- 
mary Tuesday indicated almost 
all eligible voters, Negro and 
white, cast ballots. 


Both Negroes and whites had 
claimed a slight edge in voting 
registrations in the two central 
South Carolina counties. 


The four Negro 
candidates 
had led the legislative races in 
the June 14 primary which elim- 
inated several white candidates. 
However, all the white voters 
apparently 
rallied behind 
the 
white candidates for the runoff. 


In Clarendon County, a Negro 
minister, the Rev. J.S. Hunter, 
lost his bid for nomination to 
the county's lone seat in the 
state House of Representatives. 
He said he would file a protest 
involving ballots cast in two 
precincts in Summerton. 


Final tabulations 
gave 
the 
Rev. Mr. Hunter 3,665 votes to 
3,878 votes for his white oppo- 
nent, Joseph Coker. 


In Williamsburg, where Ne- 
groes sought all three of the 
county's legislative seats, King- 
stree undertaker Virgil Dimery 
Ibst the Senate nomination to La- 
Nue Floyd, who had 5,828 votes 
to Dimery's 4,041. 


Incumbent state Rep. J. Hen- 
ry 
Stuckey 
and 
Ernest 
W. 
Carter defeated Negro candi- 
dates J.E. Lawrence and Purvis 
Easley for the two House seats 
in Williamsburg County. Stuck- 
ey had 5,989 votes, Carter 5,949, 
Lawrence 4,179 and Easley 4,- 
073. 


A Negro, Virgin Johnson, also 
was defeated in a runoff race 
with two white candidates for 
two seats on the Hampton Coun- 
ty Council. 


Federal observers kept close 
watch on the voting in Claren- 
don County. Hundreds of Ne- 
groes have been added to the 
county's voter list since federal 
registrars were sent in last No- 
vember. 


South Carolina's 1967 General 
Assembly thus will retain its all- 
white makeup maintained since 
1901 when a Negro legislator 
served in the House. 


Klein now are New York Su- 
preme Court justices. 


The race was the highlight of 
New York's primary elections, 
which also saw a Goldwater Re- 
publican defeat a candidate en 
dorsed by Sen. Jacob K. Javits, 
and an opponent of President 
Johnson's Viet Nam policy up- 
set a veteran congressman. 


On 
suburban 
Long 
Island, 
Steven Derounian, who lost his 
congressional 
seat 
when 
he 
backed Barry Goldwater in the 
Johnson landslide of 1964, won 
the Republican nomination over 
GOP moderate William J. Ca- 
sey. 


From Washington, Goldwater 
said in a statement that Der- 
ounian's victory "was just one 
more 
convincing

New Army 
In Viet Nam 
This Summer

(AP) — The United States is 
I putting pretty much of a new 
army into battle in Viet Nam 
this summer. 


It is just about a year since 
American troops arrived in siz- 
able numbers and began build- 
ing up to the present 271,000- 
man force. 


Now, and during the coming 
two or three months, many of 
these troops will be returning 
home after one-year tours of 
duty. 


But the troop turnover will be 
neither sudden nor complete. 


The army intentionally stag- 
gered its replacements. It sent 
here some draftees who had as 
little as two or three months to 
go to complete their two-year 
Army service. Others had five 
or six months to serve. Thus, 
these soldiers are replaced in 
less than a full year. 


As an additional shock absor- 
ber, replacements are made by 
individual soldiers rather than 
whole units. 


Hence, any given unit may 
receive a lot of new faces—as 
some have recently—but there 
will be still a sprinkling of com- 
bat veterans on hand. 


Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land, commander of U.S. forces 
in Viet Nam, says it takes about 
one month for new arrivals to 
become 
acclimatized, 
particu- 
larly to Viet Nam's heat. 


Some units have been slowed 
in combat at the start because 
of numerous cases of heat pros 
tration.

America's camera on the moon, 
Surveyor 1, failed Tuesday night 
to respond to initial commands 
sent to reactivate it after the 
super-cold lunar night — two 
weeks at temperatures as low 
as 260 degrees below zero. 


Said a spokesman at Jet Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory, which sent 
the commands: "This was not 
totally expected. We hoped it 
would work." 


The 
620-pound 
spacecraft 
which began sending pictures 
June 1 after a soft landing on 
the 
moon, 
transmitted 
more 
than 10,000 pictures before it 
was engulfed in the lunar night 
June 14. 


JPL, through its Goldstone, 
Calif., transmitter, attempted to 
stir 
Surveyor 
again 
for 3V2 
hours beginning at 6 p.m., ap- 
proximately 5^2 hours before 
the lunar sunrise. 


The JPL spokesman said fur- 
ther 
transmissions 
would 
br 
sent Wednesday and Thursday 
night, and, if unsuccessful, an- 
other attempt would be made 
July 7 when the craft's solar 
panels face the sun at lunar 
noon. 


Three reasons were given why 
initial attempts to revive Sur- 
veyor failed: the craft's bat- 
teries 
could 
be 
completely 
dead; since it was still lunar 
night, it was too cold for Sur- 
veyor to answer; or the extreme 
cold disrupted the contact fre- 
quencies. ..

Mrs. O'Brien was 
found beaten and semiconscious 
in a farm field June 20 after 
she had 
been 
missing 
three 
days. She is recovering in a 
Roekford hospital. 


Mrs. O'Brien told authorities 
a man seized her at a shopping 
center struck her on the head 
and forced her to lie on the 
floor of her car as he drove off 
with her. She was found nearly 
nude near Roekford. 


Harris, a convicted murderer 
on parole 
from 
a 
Michigan 
prison, was seized after a wom- 
an shopper supplied police with 
the license number of Harris' 
car. 


The woman said she saw a 
man in a red car sitting in the 
shopping 
center 
staring 
at 
women shoppers prior to the 
abduction of Mrs. O'Brien. The 
woman took down the car's li- 
cense number. 


Mrs. Lyons' body was found 
by her husband, Edwin, 56, a 
chemist, in the living room of 
their home near Roekford. 


Lt. Iasparro said two neigh- 
bors of the Lyons reported they 
saw Harris park his red car 
near the Lyons' home and stare 
at Mrs. Lyons until she fled in- 
side and locked the doors.

Ongania, 52, was picked by a 
three-man military junta made 
up of the present commanders 
of the army, navy and air force. 
They took control Tuesday after 
the army overthrew the civilian 
government of President Arturo 
Illia in a bloodless overnight 
coup. 


The military gave no indica- 
tion how long it intends to re- 
main in power. Veteran observ- 
ers predicted it will be several 
years before it permits election 
of another civilian regime. 


The 
military, 
which 
over- 
threw Peron and sent him into 
exile in 1955, is determined to 
prevent the Peronists from re- 
turning 
to 
power. 
Its 
chief 
grievance against Illia was his 
failure to reduce the strength of 
Peron's followers, who won con 
trol of three of Argentina's 22 
provinces in recent 
elections 
and probably would have won 
Buenos Aires Province in elec- 
tions next March 


The junta said it plans sweep- 
ing economic, political and so 
cial reforms aimed at wooing 
Argentines away from Peron- 
ism. An estimated 20 to 30 per, 
cent of Argentina's 12 million 
voters still recall with longing 
the benefits Peron gave them

Doctor Drug Addict 
Criticizes Medics

NEW YORK (AP) — A doctor 
who 
became 
a 
drug 
addict 
charges the medical profession 
"doesn't know how to treat me, 
and 
doesn't 
really 
want 
to 
know." 


"The profession that has for 
generations battled to keep the 
government 
from 
intervening 
between the doctor and his pa- 
tient is content to let a federal 
tax agency tell it what to pre 
scribe for me," he writes anony- 
mously in the July 1 issue of 
Medical World News. 


The Bureau of Internal Reve 
nue is responsible for adminis- 
tering 
and 
enforcing 
federal 
narcotics laws. 


Eight years ago, at age 35, he 
writes, he was 
a 
successful 
pediatrician in a wealthy New 
Jersey suburb, with a wife and 
five children. 


Then he began taking a co- 
deine-and-aspirin 
combination 
to ease a gnawing tension that 
built up during the afternoons, 
and soon progressed to hypoder- 
mics of morphine. 


Knowing he was heading for 
trouble, he consulted a psychi 
atrist who advised hospitaliza- 
tion. Eight months in a private 
mental hospital used up his sav- 
ings, "and I made wonderful 
progress in all respect but one. 
I didn't find out why I took 
drugs." 


His 
drug 
consumption 
in- 
creased, and he next went to 
the mecca of all American ad- 
dicts, the U.S. Public Health 
Service Hospital in Lexington, 
V 


Ky. But any kind of therapy 
there is bound to founder on the 
twin rocks of coercion and in- 
carceration." 


He failed to make progress 
with three admissions to Lex- 
ington, and later was arrested 
on a charge of fraudulent use of 
narcotics. His medical license 
was suspended. 


For a while he made a living 
as a writer, but he lost his job, 
his wife told him to stay away 
until he had overcome his prob 
lem, and six months ago he was 
living and working at a church- 
run 
mission, 
the 
physician 
writes. 


Now he feels he is making 
progress by participating in a 
research program studying the 
effectiveness of a drug, metha- 
done, in helping addicts over- 
come 
their 
dependence 
on 
drugs; he has "a good job and 
more confidence than I've had 
in 10 years" and life "is now too 
precious to miss a minute of." 


"But why did eight years of 
my career have to be wasted? 
With the doctor shortage, which 
is almost a national emergency, 
why is so little known about a 
disease that is almost an occu- 
pational hazard with doctors? 


"Statistics 
and 
estimates 
vary, but unless the next five 
years 
are radically different 
from the last, several thousand 
practicing physicians, by be- 
coming addicts, will be lost to 
society, their families and to 
themselves during that 
time. 
For most of them it will be a 
permanent loss."

It's not just the fractured con 
dition of the party which makes 
it look pathetic. It's the vague- 
ness. There were harsh words 
about the American role in Viet 
Nam. But, generally, the tone 
was as mild as a pussycat. 


Hall was the prince of vague- 
ness, talking about setting in 
motion a movement to present 
an independent

president in 1968. 


The party is trying to hook 
onto the fringes of 
agitation, 
like the civil rights movement 
or among youths. It's operating 
at a bad time. 


The Communist world is split. 
The 
satellites 
are 
restless, 
Marxism in Europe is losing its 
rigidity, communism's chances 
in the prosperous countries are 
hopeless and in the backward 
countries it's not doing well. 


The 
American 
Communist 
party is in a particularly unhap- 
py spot and has been 
since 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ohanged the direction of Ameri- 
can 
thinking 
by 
establishing 
government 
concern 
for 
the 
general welfare. 


All that has happened since 
then has been in the same direc- 
tion, but more intensely, which 
makes the promises of commu- 
nism look a little ridiculous. 


There are vast areas of pover- 
ty and deprivation in America 
but the general population has a 
prosperity it never enjoyed be- 
fore. And that population, since 
it now has so much to lose, is 
not going to listen to demands 
for radical change. 


This is what the new radical- 
ism in America faces: A largely 
self-satisfied 
society, 
richer 
than ever, despite the injustices 
inflicted on individual groups, 
like Negroes. 


The 
question 
then 
is: 
To 
whom can the new or young 
radicals, so-called, appeal? If 
their cause has anything more 
than restless discontent, like an 
ideology for the American fu- 
ture, 
it 
hasn't 
reached 
the 
masses of the people. 


And it is questionable 
that 
many of the discontented young 
people are motivated by ideas 
or dreams of a more perfect 
society. With many the motiva- 
tions are probably personal, the 
product 
of 
individual frustra- 
tions. 


Any kind of radical third par- 
ty movement of any real force 
—- at a time when the govern- 
ment is preaching the 
Great 
Society theme and doing some- 
thing about it — seems impossi- 
ble now or far off.

Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on and Michigan Gov. George 
Romney held a closed door, 45- 
minute meeting Tuesday before 
they teed off in almost identical 
terms on bigness in 
govern- 
ment. 


The two Republican leaders, 
frequently mentioned as possi- 
ble candidates for the party's 
presidential nomination in 1968, 
parried newsmen's 
queries 
as 
to what had gone on in the long, 
unscheduled meeting. 


Nixon laughed aloud when one 
reporter asked, "Did you two 
settle which one was to 
head 
the '68 ticket?" Neither he nor 
Romney replied. 


Nixon, in a keynote address 
at the national Jaycees conven- 
tion and at a news conference, 
chided Democrats who had not 
supported 
President 
Johnson's 
Vietnamese policies. 


Both Nixon and Romney hit 
hard at the theme that the fed- 
eral government was getting too 
big and that the country was 
drifting towards centralization. 


Nixon drew a standing ova- 
tion from the 10,000 delegates 
when he declared, "The govern- 
ment should not help those not 
wishing to help themselves." 


He drew thunderous applause 
when he urged that the govern- 
ment grant tax credits to par- 
ents who are putting children 
through college and to private 
industry for training people for 
new jobs.

Highway Commission 
Studies License Fee 
Schedule In States 


Illinois is one of only two states that bases its pas- 
senger car license fee on horsepower of the motor. The 
other state is Missouri. 


Many motorists regard this as poor policy, but the 
protest against it has never risen to a volume that has 
prompted any of the state's lawmakers to put a bill be- 
fore the legislature to change it. 
Whether the Illinois Highway' 


Study Commission 
will 
have 
any 
recommendation 
on 
the 
subject for the 1967 Legislature 
has not been determined. The 
matter was mentioned, but not 
extensively, in the 
10 
public 
hearings held around the state 
by the commission last year. 


Nineteen states charge a flat 
fee for all passenger cars, re- 
gardless 
of 
size, 
weight 
or 
horsepower. Among them are 
Indiana, 
Wisconsin, 
Kentucky, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts. The Indiana 
fee 
is 
$12.50, Kentucky $5, Wisconsin 
$18, Ohio $10, Pennsylvania $10 
and 
Massachusetts 
$6. 
Cali- 
fornia 
and Washington 
states 
base the fee on a combination 
of flat rate and market value of 
the car. In the Ford line, for 
new cars 
California's 
license 
fees are: Falcon, $46.06, Fair- 
lane, $53.42; 
Galaxie, 
$63.74; 
Mercury $75.38, 
and 
Lincoln, 
$133.34. The Washington licen- 
ses range from $46.56 on the 
Falcon to $134.34 on the Lincoln.

Division, has both a state and 
county license fee on cars. The 
state uses a flat rate of $7.50; 
the county licenses are based 
on market value of the cars, 
and range from $34.50 on the 
Falcon to $113.25 on the Lincoln 
The Illinois license fees on the 
Ford line are: Falcon and Fair 
lane, $11; Galaxie, Mercury and 
Lincoln, $22.50. The range is 
comparable 
in 
the 
General 
Motors and Chrysler lines. 
Illinois Fees Hiked 
For owners of cars 
in 
the 
middle horsepower range, the 
$22.50 represents more than a 
100 per cent increase in license 
fees in the last 10 years. This 
took place without any action 
on the subject by the Legisla- 
ture. It was due to auto manu- 
facturers boosting 
the 
horse- 
power in the middle price range 
cars, and the Illinois law that 
bases the license fee on horse- 
power. 


These increases have caused 
considerable 
comment, 
and 
some of this has centered a- 
round the point that auto li- 
censes on the passenger cars 
have gotten out of 
line 
with 
truck licenses. Those were in- 
creased heavily 
by 
the 
1951 
Legislature, partly in an effort 
to have them more in line with 
what 
passenger 
car 
owners 
were paying. 


No Relief Visible 


But with the noticeable de- 
terioration of 
highway 
pave- 
ments in recent years, and rec- 
ognition that all of the high- 
way revenue 
being 
collected 
was badly needed, 
there 
has 
been no move toward lowering 
auto license fees. 


The Highway Commission is 
giving extensive thought to the 
subject but due to the highway 
crisis that has developed, any 
action it recommends 
to 
the 
1967 Legislature almost certain- 
ly will have to be in the direc- 
tion of increasing highway rev- 
enues.

Steel Giant Slugs 
It Out In Market

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Once 
a 
slumbering 
giant 
loath to 
make 
changes, the American 
steel industry now is slugging it 
out in the market place with all 
the 
technical know-how at its 
command. 


The industry is going through 
a revolution forced upon it by 


competition from foreign steel 
producers, 
competition 
from 
other materials, rising costs and 
government intervention. 


The year 1962 was the turning 
point. 
Faced 
with 
dwindling 
profits, 
mounting 
costs and 
fierce competition, steelmakers 
attempted to hike prices — as 
they usually did when profits 
fell. 


The late President John F. 
Kennedy forced the industry to 
back down and rescind its price 
increase. The industry had to 
look to research and moderniza- 
tion. 


The only hope, steelmen con- 
cluded, lay in technological ad- 
vances — new ways to produce 
better steel cheaper. 


The industry channeled bil- 
lions of dollars into capital ex- 
penditures to revamp the steel- 
making process. The revolution 
touched every part of the indus- 
try — from the mines to the 
mills. 


Probably the most significant 
innovation was the basic oxygen 
furnace, developed - in Europe 
years ago but long ignored by 
American producers. 


Today, basic oxygen furnaces 
rapidly are replacing the old 
open hearths. By injecting oxy- 
gen at tremendous pressure into 
the 
furnace, 
steel can be 
produced in 40 minutes instead 
of the six to 10 hours in the open 
hearth. 


With changes in production 
methods went development of 
new products and new markets 
to combat inroads on steel mar- 
kets made by plastics, alumi- 
num and concrete. 


As an example, 
U.S. Steel 
Crop., the No. 1 producer, alone 
is investigating 1,300 basic and 
applied research projects rang- 
ing from the development of 
superstrength 
steels for deep 
sea research to the best applica- 
tion of steel for service station 
canopies. 


"From raw materials to fin- 
ished products — from the heart 
of the iron atom to surface coat- 
ings — the search is unrelent- 
ing," says U.S. Steel President 
Leslie B. Worthington. 


In 
1964, the industry set 
records in domestic consump- 
tion, shipments, production and 
capital spending. 


Records were again set last 
year. But labor costs spiraled 
and steel imports poured into 
the country at a record clip. 


Profits failed to keep pace 
despite the record $13 billion 
spent on new plans and equip- 
ment between 1955 and 1965. 


Since 1957, the industry's prof- 
it margin fell from 17th to 37th 
among the 40 leading manufac- 
turing 
industries. The mills 
aren't losing money, but steel- 
men complain profit returns are 
low compared to heavy invest- 
ments. 


"Profit margins are far irom 
being 
satisfactory," 
says one 
Pittsburgh-based 
steelmaker. 
"We've got to show a profit to 
the stockholders whose money 


we're using." 


Steelmen say there are three 
ways to boost profits — increase 
production, increase prices or 
implement technology. 


Most mills already are opera- 
tig at or near capacity. 


Prices? A touchy matter for 
steelmen, still smarting from 
the Kennedy rollback and mind- 
ful of President Johnson's wage- 
price guidelines.

Reminder To Faisal 


i:.. President Johnson properly accord- 
ed full honors to King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia during his visit to Washing- 
ton. The king was here as his guest. 
Moreover, Faisal's potential influence 
as a friend of this country in the 
troubled Middle East is worth culti- 
vating as a matter of national interest. 


By the same token, Ambassador 
Goldberg was well advised to swallow 
personal distaste and attend a lunch- 
eon given in Faisal's honor by Secre- 
tary General U Thant of the United 
Nations. Ambassador Goldberg was 
there as the official representative of 
the United States. Though he is a 
Jew. and though King Faisal had out- 
raged U.S. Jews by saying he regarded 
them as his enemies because of their 


support for Israel, Goldberg's role as 
our chief U.N. spokesman was rightly 
given precedence over his own feelings 
toward the king. 


Having said this, one can say ad- 
ditionally that Mayor Lindsay of New 
York City and Governor Rockefeller of 
New York state were not off base in 
giving Faisal an official brushoff. This 
was good politics, in a city and state 
with a heavy Jewish population. But 
it was more than politics. Their re- 
fusal to entertain the king was a well 
deserved reminder that official guests 
of this country ought to have the com- 
mon courtesy not to insult its citizens 
while they are here. Faisal may not 
have been much disturbed, but let us 
hope that he and others got the point. 


Anti-Malaria Progress 


It is not widely known, but none- 
theless 
important, 
that 
American 
forces in Vietnam are given almost as 
much trouble by malaria as by the 
Viet Cong. Doctors estimate that one 
of every 20 men stationed in Vietnam 
is likely to be stricken by this debili- 
tating ailment at some time in the 
course of the one-year tour of duty. 


During 1965, more than 63,000 
man-days were lost among U.S. troops 
there, with 1,801 men suffering from 
the disease. That is a significant item 
in the manpower budget, and might be 
expected to increase as the military 
buildup continues. 


Happily, the prospect is for a sharp 


cutback in the number of malaria 
cases. The surgeon general's office re- 
ports that diamino-diphenysulfone, a 
drug commonly used in treating lep- 
rosy, is effective against a strain of 
malaria 
physicians 
have 
thus 
far 
been almost helpless to prevent. In 
field tests, the drug was found to 
halve the incidence of malaria. 


As a spokesman for the surgeon 
general's office in Washington 
has 
said, "we certainly haven't whipped 
this thing yet." Even half of the pres- 
ent incidence of malaria among our 
men stationed in Vietnam is a serious 
medical problem. But it is good to 
know that notable progress is being 
made against the disease.

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Some 
Negro 
militants 
are 
arguing 
these days that American for- 
eign policy is basically geared 
to the defense of the white na- 
tions against the interests of a 
predominantly non-white world. 


Certain leaders of CORE and 
the Student Non-Violent Coordi- 
nating Committee (SNICK) ap- 
pear particularly 
attached to 
this theory. 


Obviously, 
the 
idea 
takes 
them well beyond specific criti- 
cism of our participation in the 
Viet Nam war, though that fits 
in. 
Stokely 
Carmichael 
of 
SNICK calls U.S. operations in 
Viet Nam a "war against col- 
ored people." 


The general proposition that 
we are pursuing some sort of 
segregationist 
foreign 
policy 
ought to be examined. 


First, if we are doing this, it 
seems to be singularly 
unap- 
pealing to some of the white 
nations we are supposed to be 
saving from the black man and 
the yellow man. 


France disapproves of our Viet 
Nam policies. Though Britain 
supports us, powerful dissident 
elements speak out. Many other 
Western lands voice doubts of 
one sort or another. Hundreds 
of millions of white people liv- 
ing under communism hardly 
seem in support of our "white 
foreign policy." 


It can be stated with fresh 
authority that a high proportion 
of the leadership in newly inde- 
pendent black African nations 
does not see U.S. policy as 
"anticolored," no matter how 
seriously 
they may 
disagree 
with it on many counts. 


Sources in touch with some of 
these leaders say this is an as- 
pect of American policy which 
seldom if ever occurs to them. 


As for Asia, countries like the 
Philippines, Thailand, Malaysia, 
even allegedly neutral Laos, see 
us not as enemies but as friends 
and allies. We are the defenders 
of the millions of Koreans, is- 
land Chinese and Vietnamese 
who do not want to live under 
Communism. 


Neutral India and Burma and 
demobilized Japan see our role 
in Asia in a less friendly light. 
Yet all would turn inevitably to 
us and any supporting white 
and colored allies we could mus- 
ter if their borders were seri- 
ously breached by foreign as- 
sault. 


Only India, exhibiting a curi- 
ous self-deception, likes to pre- 
tend that this would not be so. 


T h e 
foreign 
policy 
some 
CORE and SNICK leadei s say 
is "anticolored" has drawn the 
United States into war oil Asian 
soil twice since World War II 
—in Korea and Viet Nam. In 
both 
instances, 
the 
initiators 
were Asiatic Communists bent 
on conquest of fellow Asiatics. 


We have undertaken no com- 
bat against black African na- 
tions. 


In the course of the present 
war, as in Korea, we arc kill- 
ing many Asiatic people. But so, 
in large number, are che Asiatic 
aggressors. 


It is useful, in fact, to note 
what nonwhites have been do- 
ing to nonwhites in the last few 
decades. 


In World War II, the Japanese 
killed or wounded more than 3 
million 
Chinese, 
plus 
untold 
numbers of Southeast Asians. In 
Korea, Communist forces killed i 
45,000 South Koreans in combat j 
and accounted for a good pro-| 


portion of the 400,000 civilian 
dead. Their reward was to see 
4 million North Koreans, half 
the country's population, flee to 
South Korea. We, standing at 
the border, are their guardians. 


In the first Indochina war, 
begun 
by 
North 
Vietnamese 
leader Ho Chi Minh, 250,000 
Vietnamese civilians died along 
with thousands of anti-Red sol- 
diers. Then there is the recent 
incredible 
horror which 
saw 
Indonesians massacre perhaps 
as many as 500,000 Indonesians 
and Chinese in less than four 
months. 


We may have much to learn 
and much more to do if we are 
to understand and give effective 
help to Asians, Africans and 
other nonwhite peoples. But it 
would hardly seem, from his- 
tory's record, that it is we who 
hold their lives and their inter- 
ests cheaply.

A—Excessive amounts of vi- 
tamin D causc a loss of appe- 
tite, apathy, nausea, weakness, 
headache and a great tiiirst.

phate. Autopsy on some of those 
who have died of this disease 
showed severe hardening of the 
arteries and it is reasonable to 
believe that a cause and effect 
relationship 
existed 
in 
these 
cases. The daily requirement of 
this vitamin is 400 units but you 
can get this with 10 minutes of 
exposure of a smull area of your 
skin to direct sunlight daily. 


Q—Is vitamin A good for the 
eyes? What vitamins benefit ar- 
thritis? 


A — Vitamin A is necessary 
for good vision, especially at 
night. There is no vitamin or 
any other dietary 
component 
that will specifically help your 
arthritis. 


Q—I read recently that vita- 
min B-6 does wonders for various 
ailments. Is this so? Has the 
need for calcium pantothenate 
in human nutrition been firmly 
established? 


A—Vitamin B-6 (pyridoxine) 
is found in meal and whole 
grain cereals. It is important 
for the health of your teeth, 
gums, blood vessels, red blood 
cells and nervous system. 
It 
works wonders for anyone who, 
through a faulty diet, has de- 
veloped a deficiency of this vi- 
tamin.

Although mod- 
erate cigar and pipe smoking 
were allowed, cigarettes were 
forbidden. Coffee drinking was 
limited. 
Various 
drugs were 
used; exercise was encouraged 
and counselling was given. 


Although many alcoholics un- 
derwent a remarkable rehabili- 
tation at the institutes, there 
were relapses. The institutes 
did, however, wage a successful 
battle to promote the idea, now 
widely accepted, that aicholism 
is a disease. The last of these 
institutes closed its doors in June 
of this year.

4-F Man Seeks To Take 
Place Of Reluctant Gl

SAIGON, 
South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — He was 4F and had only 
$5 in the pockets of his bor- 
rowed uniform when he arrived 
to join the war. But David Stu- 
cki never got a crack at the Viet 
Cong. 


The San Francisco computer 
operator waited today for the 
long flight back home. He had 
been discovered as an imposter 
with his crusade hardly under 
way. 


"I wanted to join the Army," 
Stucki, 21, said. "It's something 
I lacked. I wanted to fight 
here." 


So he changed places with a 
soldier he met at a party in San 
Francisco a week ago. The GI 
was back home on emergency 
leave from Viet Nam and want- 
ed a hardship discharge be- 
cause of family problems but 
was due to return in a few 
hours. 


Stucki, whose own 
military 
ambitions had been thwarted by 
a physical disability, seized the 
opportunity. 


"We 
decided 
suddenly to 
change clothes and I would take 
his place," Stucki said. I-Ie re- 
fused to identify the soldier, a 
private first class. 


He took the soldier's travel 
orders and Army identification 
papers and before the sun rose 
again over the Golden Gate was 
aboard a military 
transport 
winging toward Viet Nam from 
Travis Air Force Base. 


Stucki debarked at Saigon still 
undetected and made his way to 
the soldier's engineer battalion, 
but there the ruse ended. The 
battalion's noncoms spotted the 
fake Pfc, and Stucki was 
hustled back to Saigon. 


U.S. consular officials said 


they were trying to reach his 
father, Dr. Virgil Stucki, a den 
tist in Lafayette, Calif., to pay 
for his errant son's passage 
home. 


Back in San Francisco, Stu- 
cki's boss expressed astonish- 
ment at his employe's sudden 
emergence 5,000 miles 
away. 
Roland Waal, manager of the 
computer operations at the Uni- 
versity of California's Medical 
Center, said; "He was working 
the night shift and was due on 
again Monday midnight.

AN KHE, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — The village of An Khe 
in the central Vietnamese high- 
lands boasts a bunny club but 
most of its bunnies are destined 
for the frying pan rather than 
for magazine pinups. 


The hutch honeys are rabbits 
with four legs and fur, and 
membership in the bunny clubs 
costs not a cent or, in Viet Nam, 
not a piaster. 


The idea, conceived by Capt. 
Donald Savage of Augusta, Ga., 
is to establish a rabbit industry 
in the An Khe area to supple- 
ment the incomes and victuals 
of thousands of refugees. They 
have poured into An Khe with 
few belongings and little else 
other than hope for a better fu- 
ture. Savage proudly refers to it 
as "my hare-brained scheme." 


A member of the U.S. Army's 
41st Civil Affairs Team, Savage 
first tried starting a pig pro- 
gram but found the litters didn't 
come 
fast 
enough. Then he 
came up with the scheme for 
the 
bunny 
clubs — rabbits 
produce a family in about 28 
days, as often as four times a 
year. 


Savage enlisted the aid of Fa- 
ther Ngoc, an influential Roman 
Catholic priest in the area, and 
found 11 families willing to in- 
vest about $1 (or 118 piasters) 
each to purchase one male and 
two female rabbits. 


Savage gets half the first lit- 
ter and a fourth of the second. 


Then the Vietnamese 
family 
will do the same thing with an- 
other family and so on, an ever 
widening program. 


By cross breeding and contin- 
ued expansion of the program, 
Savage believes he will develop 
a healthy strain of domestic 
rabbits and make a vital con- 
tribution to the war-shattered 
economy of the area. 


"It's going to be a real great 
thing when it all gets going 
right," he said. "These rabbits 
will give these people a sense of 
ownership and when the pro- 
gram starts producing a large 
number of rabbits it will be a 
very important supplement to 
the local diet." 


Civil 
Affairs 
officials are 
hopeful the bunny clubs will 
spread to other towns and vil- 
lages in central Viet Nam and 
throughout the entire country.

A year has passed since Ted 
Griffin's whale swam into a sal- 
mon net near the cannery town 


from which the whale would 
take his name— Namu, B.C. 


In that year, Namu has be- 
come the main attraction of 
Griffin's Seattle Public Aquari- 
um, starred in a movie, been 
the focus of a civic controversy, 
undergone 
an 
electrocardio- 
gram, put on weight, and made 
money for Griffin. 


Namu is a killer whale. Grif- 
fin bought him for $8,000 from 
his fisherman captors and had

His biggest crowd- 
pleaser is a turn in which he 
leaps from the water for a sal- 
mon which Griffin dangles from 
a tower. The whale's owner, 
wearing a plastic suit, also goes 
bareback riding on his whale. 


Namu spent the winter behind 
a submarine net in Rich Cove,

I How 
do you 
measure 
a 
whale's heartbeat? Dr. Merrill 
P. Spencer of Seattle's Virginia 
Mason Foundation for Medical 
Education and Research did it 
with a plumber's friend. A suc- 
tion cup, equipped with sensors 
connected to a recorder, v:as 
stuck on Namu's chest. 


Griffin figures Namu is about 
8 or 10 years old. The whale is 
25 feet long, three feet longer 
than when captured. Its weight 
was estimated at four tons a 
year ago. To arrive at the 
weight of a whale, you measure 
the girth at strategic points and 
then calculate the water dis- 
placement. When Namu got up 
to six tons a few months ago, its 
diet was cut from 400 pounds of 
salmon a day to 325 pounds. 


Killer whales 
enter 
Puget 
Sound when the salmon are run 
ning, and anyone seeing one is 
asked to telephone the aquari- 
um collect.. Griffin wants a 
mate for Namu.

K O N T U M , South Viet N a m ( A P ) — A virulent strain 
of malaria which has been putting more American sol- 
dies of the 1st Cavalry, Airmobile, Division out of action 
than the Viet Cong has apparently been overcome 


The exact number of men is 
classified 
that 
the 
malaria 
strain, called Plasmodium falci- 
parum, felled, during the caval- 
ry's recently completed Opera- 
tion Joe Hooker near Kontum on 
the coastal plain 200 miles north 
of Saigon. But in one three-day 
period from 75 to 100 men were 
turning in each day with the 
mosquito-borne disease. 


"This is the worst we've ever 
had it," said Capt. Ernest

Gentchos of Collingswood, N.J., 
a physician in B Company of the 
15th Medical Battalion. 


Near Border 
The soldiers did not get the 
malaria in the Kontum area — 
where the disease does not pre- 
vail — but picked it up on an 
earlier operation near the Cam- 
bodian border far to the west. 


The Viet Cong had never been 
successful in downing nearly a 
battalion of cavalry but malaria 
did it.

Quinine still has its role but 
now it is combined with the 
DDS and also with daraprim, 
another antimalaria drug, in 
35-day program of treatment.
